Richelieu, How to Pay the Rent, and Hobbs, Dobbs and 
Stubbs, were performed here on Saturday night. 

Mr. Fitzwilliam takes a Benefit at this Theatre to-night, and 
makes bis appearance as Caleb Quotem, in The Review. The 
other pieces are My Wife’s Mother, The Irish Ambassador, 
and Hobbs, Dobbs and Stubbe. 

Mr. Weallack has been running a triamphant career at Bath, 
Guring the last ten days. He appeared in Richard III, met with 
a most flattering reception, and at the end of the Play, he was 
loudly called for ; in lieu of bowing his acknowledgments, he,when 
the applause had subsided, in a few words’ forcibly and feelingly 
conveyed his sense of gratitude. He said that since bis misfortunes 
in America, this was tbe first occasion on which he had presented 
himself to a British audience, that the kindness shewno to him had 
made a deep impression on his heart, and that, though long es- 
tranged, he hoped he still possessed gratitude and British feeliog. 
He has sipce performed Hamlet, Macbeth, Rolla, The Brigand, 
&§c. with much success. From Bath he goes to Bristol, Exeter, 
and Plymouth, and, we believe, his professional tour will occupy 
abont five or six months. 

Miss Kelly’s new Theatre, 73, Dean Street, Soho.—The 
Theatre itself, though upon a small scale possesses many ad- 
vantages and conveniences unknown to larger houses, the most 
scientific men of the day haviog availed themselves of all the mo- 
dero improvements which art aod science combined could effect 
to render it as perfect as possible. One great object has been 
acbhieved—destruction by fire is next to impossible, the ‘* wiogs ” 
‘flies,’ and “ machinery,” which are of the most exquisite work- 
mapship, being ell composed of iron, which of itself cost no less 
than £2,000. The stsge is constructed upon an entirely new plan, 
the whole of which can, at the touch of the prowpter’s bell, be 
lowered with the greatest safety to depths almost iosccessible to 
imagination, and, by the same tslismanic tingle, may be raised to 
the view of the audience, interchanging io an instant the terres- 
trial and celestial scenic bodies. There are two tiers of boxes, 
many of them private loges, taking for the season by Miss Kelly’s 
patrons at the head of whom is His Grace the Duke of Devonshire, 
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who bas long felt an anxious and laudable desire to escourage Miss 
Kelly in an sttempt to revive amongst our nobility and gentry, a 
taste for the Drama, and to have it represented upon a scale where 
the “‘ mirror,” cao be held upto “ nature.” The wings are not 
worked on and off as occasion may require, but on three squares 
and placed upon pivots, one end entering a frame oo the flies, and 
the other fixed ona pivot on the stage. The scene required is 
placed on one of the three squares so that by the pulling of the 
wire the prompter can “set” his wings with mathematical preci- 
sion. The pit is so constructed as to contain upwards of 500 per- 
soos, but there is no gallery.
